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More and More 


4 NEW SCHOOLS 
oN 5 YEARS? 


Supt. of Schools Harold Shea, 
speaking just before the coming 
Special Town Meeting of next Mon- 
day, has warned the people of Wil- 
mington that they will probably 
have to erect four major additions 
to the public school system within 
four years, 

Speaking at the Rotary luncheon 
yesterday Shea said that within five 
years the High School will probably 
be having 500 pupils in the grad- 
uating class, Wilmington, he said, 
is no longer a semi-rural town, 

Next Monday’s - Special Town 
meeting wili ask for funds toerect 
an 11 room addition to the new Wo- 
burn Street School, plus a gymna- 
sium and a library, 

In 1968 it will be necessary to 

“erect another Intermediate School 
at\the corner of Hopkins Street 
and Shawsheen Avenue, of at least 
23 rooms, 

Shea anticipates having to add 
more rooms to the High School 
in 1970 or 1971, for an additional 
1500 pupils, 

And in 1971 he believes that the 
town will have to erect another 
Intermediate School, 

‘Roughly’ he estimated the cost 


of the new construction at about 
$5 millions. 

Shea told his audience that the 
town Is now receiving $300,000 a 
year in state ald, and that under 
the new formula he expects that 
Wilmington will be receiving about 
48% of Its school costs from the 
state. The present percentage is 
about 35%. 

The Town Meeting Monday will 
be asked to appropriate $660,000 
for the addition to the Woburn St. 
School 


Shea said that the present rate 
of growth for the Wilmington Pub- 
le Schools is about 250 pupils a 
year, that there are classrooms 
in theprimary grades with 35 to 
38 pupils, and that the state is re- 
commending classrooms of about 
28 pupils as a maximum, It could 
be, he said, that the teacher’s union 
could have this as a demand, inthe 
near future, during the negotitions 
which now must be conducted with 
the teachers, according to state 
law.

Wilmington’s Board of Library Trustees is riven 
by a dispute about the site for the hoped for new 
Public Library. An unfortunate fact of history is at 


because a Town Meeting so named it, half a dozen 
years 

There 1s no argument about the fact that the town 
should buy the St. Thomas property. The entire dis- 
cussion is soiely should the Library be there, or on 
the Walker School site, 

There has been more than one competent demon- 
stration in the past several years that the site is not 
Suitable for a library such as Wilmington needs. 
The Planning Board has stated such, and even more 
important, a number .of Wilmington’s professional 
Town Managers have said this. 

Since 1954 most of Wilmington’s Town Managers 
have spoken up for the Walker School site, in one 
way or another, the last being Mr. Henneberger, in 
his last talk in Wilmington. There isone conspicuous 
exception, and Wilmington is still paying the bill for 
the many mistakes he made while in office in this town 

Perhaps Wilmington should have another dis- 
cussion, in Town Meeting, and another vote. The 
subject could then be fully thrashed out, (at the dan- 
ger, of course, of a ‘packed’ meeting), and another 
vote could be taken. 

Sach a vote could possibly change the attitude 
of the member who so valiently holds out for a town 
meeting vote of half a dozen years ago.

velopments of the century, the fuel 
cell manufactures electricity with 
much greater efficiency than is now 
obtained from conventional power 
plants. In the show a few drops 
of ‘liquid sunshine’ added to the 
cells provide enough energy to 
operate a portable radio, 

In another example of solar en- 
ergy, the amazing Sunmobile will 
be aemonstrated, The 15 inch mo- 
del car depends on eight photo- 
electric cells for its operation. The 
button-like cells on the hood ofthe 
car convert light rays into elec- 
tricity which drives a smail elec- 
tric motor inside the car. A 300 
watt lamp is used to simulate the 
sun’s rays in the show. As the 
light strikes the cells, the Sun- 
mobile moves smoothly across a 
table,

the students will see is the Explo- 
ding Wire Phenomenon, Using the 
principle of stored energy, a 10 
watt power supply furnishes over 
30 million watts in an instant to 
demonstrate the elctrical disinte-

Wilmington 
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Eames Street Redevelopment 


Has Important Future 


One of the more important items 
that will be becoming before the 
people of Wilmington this year in 
Town Meeting will be the Industrial 
Park off Eames Street, 

Not quite forty acres in area, it 
is at the present time waste land, 
technically called ‘blighted land’, 
The park-is in charge of five men, 
four of whom will have to face re~ 
election in the coming annual Town 
Meeting. The fifth, Bob Evans, 
will not have to face election. He 
is the ‘state’ member, appointed 
by Governor John Volpe for athree 
year term, 

The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority held its first meeting on 
June 6, 1966, One month later, to 

day, the Authority had their 
Merion ready for state action, 
This represented much work - al- 
most daily meetings, trips to Bos- 
ton to the State Division of Urban 
Renewal, and to other places as 
well, The net result is that Wil- 
mington is ahead of other towns 
who have similar projects, some 
of which were organized more than 
a year previously, It is safe to 
say that the Authority has saved 
the town a full year in the devel- 
opment of the industrial park, 

The idea of converting ablighted 
area into a tax producing indus- 
trial zone was sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce, and ac- 
cepted by the voters of Wilmington 
at the last annual Town Meeting, 

Engineering surveys are now 
being conducted, both topographi- 
cal and boundary, and should be 
completed within a couple of weeks, 
The Planners are working on site 
preparation, Title searching is 
being conducted, and is about 50% 
completed, 

Sometime in the late spring the 
completed plans will be ready. 
Then the authority will have to go
